Indian Treaties. 



Abo# six weeks ago" the Lieuten- 
aut-Qovtiiiior of Mauiloba maJo a 
treaty with the Indians inhabiting iho 
pountxy lying botwcon Tlitmder^ Bay 
•ad Fort Garry. Tho place bf meet- 
ing was the North-west; Angle; ' the 
time, 24:th Sept. The Indians on 
their part showed a disinclination to 
proceed to business, making various 
excuses for delay. At length the Gov- 
ernor infomod them that unless thoy 
^ , were ready ou tho 30tli ho fihould ro- 
tnrn to Fort Garry. Although houio- 
what quickened by this announce- 
ment they stillraanifested a disposition 
to hang back, and it was not till the 
1st of October that malteiB wer« actu- 
ally brought to a bearing. It may be 
stilted that the whole nomber of In- 
dians is estimated at four thousand. 
' ,0a the Ist the chiefs mei tho Govern, 
or in council and proceeded to busi- 
ness; but they wished to liave past 
griovanccssettled before oiitcriiig u2)on 
the Bubjcct of provision for the fufciue. 
When asked what their grievances 
•''"^ were, they said" that all along the 
' a' jjSawson Route, wood had been taken 
" .'■.'^ bixild houses and steamboats, and 
they considervfd thoso liouses and 
boats belonged to tlicnil In reply to 
this startling proposition, they were 
told that the practice hoid been to 
j)ay the Indians for any material used 
. . on which they had bestowed labor; but 
t that tho white man was free to make 
reasonable and proper use of other 
materials incident to the country and 
necessary for legitimate purposes. Tho 
chiefs could not conceal a look of dis- 
appointment at their vision of steam- 
boats and houses being thus rudely 
dispelled, but their .only reply was tlie 
accustomed "Humph." Tho Governor 
then addressed them, stating tliat he 
had a message for them from the 
• ' Queen, which ho would deli^ er if they 
' ■ desired it; he would tell them what 
would be paid to them now and what 
would be paid to them every year, but 
itwas for thetu to open his mouth. 
The chiefs said they desired first tu 
settle past grievances, when they 
would discuss urrangements for the 
future; but the Governor stated very 
decidedly that tho arrnngemcnt the 
Queen hud desired him to propose was 
intended to settle everything past, pre- 
sent and future, and that unless they 
were prepared to settle all qucslions 
he would not speak. Steiiiq' tlio Gov- 
eroorso firm, they asked hiui to "oi)cn 
i his mouth," which he proceeded to do 
,<i'".iJ0B follows: 

"I told you I was to make the treaty 
on the part of our Great Mother the 
Queen, and I feel it will be for your 
good and your children's. 1 should 
"'"■^baye been very sorry if you had shut 
" '' my mouth. We are all children of the 
aame Great Spirit, and are subject to 
^he sune Queen. I want to settle all 
matters b6lb of the past and the 
present, so' that the white "and red man 
will always be friends. I will give you 
lands for farms, and also reserves for 
your own use. I have authority to 
moke reserves, such as I have des- 
•■ cribed, not exceeding in all a square 
j: ^inilei toevery fomily of five or there- 
' "Sboata. It may be a long time before 
the other lands are wanted, and in tho 
meantime you will bo permitted to tish 
and himt over them. I will also es- 
tablish schools whenever any band 
asks for them , so that your cliildreu 
. • raay'.have tho cunning of the white 
' mant"'' I will nlflo give you a sum of 
money for yourselves and every one of 
3-our children for this year. I will give 
you per head of the population, 
and for every other year ^5 a head. 
]>ut to the chief men, not exceeding 
two tn each band, Iwill give |2() a year 
forever. I will give to onch of yuu 
this year a present of goods and pro- 
visions to take you homo,and I am sure 
you will bo salisiicd." ^ 
' i;Ait«r haggling for mbre, the chiefs 
finally agreed to th6 terms and the 
treaty was duly ratitied. ^^'o must 
"bo permittad to say thai wo reg.ii-d 
these terms as excessively liberal. In 
tho first place, a square iiiilc of land to 
. every family is fiiiu})]y preposterous. 
•mnitiiBifouritimes as much as the white 
man commonly gets, and fifty times as 
;'. "miicb as thered maiL.wUl.need or use 
for legitimate ilurposep. ^Iii' thfr second 
place, the money payment appears 
to he rtltogctlior o.icesMvo. TIio present 
payment to tlicso four thousand Indianw 
foots lip £10,000, aud tho perpetual pay- 
jnenta ^520,000 annually, to suy uothinK 
about tho extra .•\llowancu to chiefs, or 
posBil)Io inoreuso iunuiul)c;i'.H. Yii we,l av, 
an abstract transaeliuu, there in, peiliaps. 
nothing in it of a very alarming charae- 
tor. J^and is abundant, and forty thou- 
Kisnd now anil twenty thou.saad a year for 
- over will not break (J.inrula, it is true. 
Btit what about the thousanda of Iiidians 
between Port Garry and tho l^oeky Moun- 
: "tains? What about tho tens of thousands 
in British Columbia ? A little more than 
two yours ago, a treaty wan' made with tho 
IndinUB inhabiting the country west of 
Manitoba; and wo lind that, according to 
its lesH oxtravagftut provinioiis, oach fam- 
ily of tlvo rocoivos ono hundied and ruxty 
acres of land and fifteen dollars r.nnunlly 
in oach; and that a prosont of tiireo dof- 
lari» per head was mode at tho making of 
the treaty. Uow will thoso Indians bo 
affectod wlien thoy learn how mnclj more 
liberally; Sthoirnoig^hbors havo been 
dtiolt with? 'Will thoy not be liLelj to 
apply for "Iwttor lornif;' ? AKd Uritish 
Columbia, with hor forty thousand In- 
diaas with whom no tronty has yet boon 
made?

It will havo been noted 
that, througli nil tho rocont scandal, oven 
tho Opposition never ventured to couido 
his nanio with anything that was corrupt. 
Mr. Til'oy could' not have accepted a 
place in tho now Government. Ho could 
not very woll havo givan it his support. 
By appointing him to tho Governorship ot 
his native Provinco thoy paid him > de- 
served complimont, gavo New Brunswick 
an oscellout Governor and gracefully rid 
theradoleso" a powerful opponent in Parlit.- 
mont, whik' at the same thoy conciliate 
Mr. TilloyV, numerous and inlluential 
political friends and followers. In thoao 
observations Mr. Trlley's acccptanco of 
the appointmeaj. is ossumod. It is nausu- 
al for a man in the prime of life and 
zonitli of iiolitical success and power to 
bo so easily shelved; but it seems not im- 
probable that what ho has recently passed 
through may have led him to desire re- 
tirement from active political life. Tho 
same remarks will be moreorless apposite 
to the cose of Mr. Crawford. Lieut. - 
Colonel Crawford is a member of tho To- 
ronto Bar, and sou of tho late Benater 
Cr:iwford. Ho has occupied various im- 
[jortant positions in that city and rojiro- 
Honted tho East Riding in tho Parliament 
of Old Canada from 1801 to 1863. Ho was 
returned to tho Dominion Parliament for 
Southljeeds at the generals, oleotion of 
1807. Mr. Crawford uas been a consis- 
tent supporter of tho MftcJonald Admin- 
istration, and liis name had been for some 
time mentioned in connection with tho 
position for which ho is now indebted to 
the party against whom ho has been act- 
ing. Wo believe both of these appoint- 
ments will mevt with ypx^fQenexaX appro- 
bation both in the" I'irovmces more im- 
mediately concerned and throughout tho 
Dominion.

He thou proceeds to givo a detailed

Treasure Found- 

Ronutntlo Discovery in the 'Vanlts of Ihe 
Bunk of Biifflnnd. 

(From the L'juilon Court Journal.] 

It isnot generally known that under tho 
provisions of its ancient charter,tho Gov- 
ernor and corporation of the Bnnkof Eng- 
land are obliged not only to purchase at 
their fair value any precious metals ten- 
dered to them, but also to take charge of 
any gold or silver in ingots or plate that' 
may be brought to them for safo-keeiiing. 
From tii.ie to time plate chests have boon 
deposited with this view in tho vaults of 
tho bank, and many of them have been 
tliero so long that they are actually rot- 
ting away. On a recent occasion tho ser- 
vants of the bank discovered a chest, 
which, on being moviul, literally dro|)pod 
to pieces. On examining the contents a 
(quantity of plate was discovered of the 
periou of Charles II. This circumstance 
might not in itself be very- interesting, 
but that there was found with the plate a 
bundle of old letters, cari^fully arranged 
according to their dates. An inspection 
of them reveah^d a corresiiondenco of a 
tender and romantic description carried 
on during the period uf tlio Restoration. 
The name of the writer was found to be 
Bcrniers, and after considerable search 
among the archives of the institution it 
was found that afiimiiy of that name had 
boon connected with the bank about tho 
timo in question. Acting upon this clow, 
tho directors prosecuted their iminiry, 
and being satisfied that agontlenian of the 
same name now living is the lineal repre- 
sentative of the owner of the plate and 
the love letters, both havo bo9m handed 
to liim. Tlu! jdate lias boon sent to 
Alessrs. Lambert, tho cclebrateil silver- 
smiths of Coventry street, London, to bo 
cloauedj and the newly discovered owner 
has piarinitted it to lie shown to any one 
iutcrested in plate of that period. The 
iove letters are not, however, to be view- 
ed. 

The W ar Against tlio 
Asliantees. 

London, Oct. 10.— Sir Gnrnctt Wolso- 
ley, Coinmander-iu-Chief of the expedi- 
tion against the Ashantees around Gape 
Coast Castle, had an interview sinee his 
arrival with tho kings of tho Fantoo 
tribes, in wlii(di he announced his do- 
termination of |)niiisliin!< the .\shantGss. 
The Fantee kings assured IIkmu of their 
assistance and active co-oporntimi in the 
war against the Ashantees. Wolseloy, 
however, suspects the Fantees may prove 
unroliablo, or oven treacherona, if used as 
allies, and will, tlioi-(>fore, make his ar- 
rangements for I'ouducliiig hostile oper- 
ations a.gaiiist the .Vshantiics in such a 
uKinner as to guard against any possible 
trciicliory on tlio part of tho so-called 
friendly tribes. Meantime tho warlike 
preparations of tho Ashantees continue , 
and it 18 evident they will offer a deter- 
mined resistance to British invasion.

It Overtakes a Woman and Thirty 
Children— Seven Burned to Death.

Tho inten.sely dry weather of tho past 
season has rendered overYtliiug almost as 
combubliblo as gnnp(jwdcr, and already 
tho reports come in thick and fast of the 
destruction of life and property by lire on 
tho prairies. * 

On Thursday aftornoou last, near Wob- 
stor, Saline county, Neliraska, a shock- 
ing fatality occurred to Mrs. Jacob Morry, 
who was teaohiug school in a wooden 
building in tho centre of a large prairie. 
Home thirty children were in attendance, 
mostly very, ypung.. Abciutj^a o'clock 
a derise'cloud of smoke, rolling' up from 
the south, gave warning of tho ajiiiroach 
of fire. Realizing the danger, Mrs. IVtorry, 
tlio teacher, instantly diamissod the 
school, and taking the little ones under 
her caro, started for a placo of safety. Sluj 
Rcarcoly made a quarter of o mile beforo 
the flames of the ipraine,CMin>e^d(ishjng u|> 
with lightning speed. The gi-ass was 
dry as tinder, and tlio fiery elonieut 
swept on with resistless power. It was an 
awful hour for tho poor woman; yet she 
never shrunk from the terrible danger, 
but pressed on with tlie children to reach 
Botno spot where all could bo secure. 
All the'brave woman's efforts wero in vain. 
The fire monster described a cirolo with- 
in which were the doomed victims, and 
escape seemed •- .impossible. Still slio 
struggled on, and tinally succeeded in 
placing tiveuty of tho children bo^'ond 
tho roach of danger, and then, having 
d on o all that a human being could do, 
the poor woman, with six of tho little 
ones, perished in tho flames. l^our 
others of tho children b&roly escaped with 
tlioir lives, being terribly burned. No 
sadder sight could bo conceived than tbo 
spectaclo of those six-little charred and 
blackened corpses, lying side by side 
with that of their bravo teachor, on a 
lone priiirie-in Nebraska. And yot, i)or- 
haps; there wero seven more angels iu 
heaven.
